‘Is there,” contuued Mr, Cuflaie,

attend him, to folace the evening of his life, on- 
til he is configned to the proteGion of tha: GOD, 
who thall reward his virtues. 
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“NEW -Y¥ ORK, OCGober 22, 1791. 
Oa the 28th ult nearly a third part of the hou- 

fesin the late flourifhing town of Newbern, in 
North-Carolina, fell a facrafice to Fire. The ex- 
ertions of the inhabitants, inendeavouring to ftop 
the progrefs of this diltructive element, were tru- 
ly confpicuous. But unfortunately they were 
unprovided with fireengines. The wind was alfo 
high; and had the flames continned but a fhort 
{pace longer, not a fingle building would have ef- 
caped. A general coniternation, as it may well 
be fuppofed, took place ; atlength it was fuggett- 
ed to have recourfe to an expedient, perhaps ne- 
ver before practifed in this part of the world.— 
A confiderable number of barre!s of gunpowder 
were placed in a houfe, and by being blown up, 
injured the fafety of the refl: by the mere heat of 
the Gre, which raged at the diftance of 80 feet, 
flames were kindled in wouden tenements; and 
thus che ruin of the town would have been com- 
plete, had fire not been ufed for the purpofe of 
extinguifhing fire. 

A letter from the Hague, Sept. 2, fays :-—*‘*An 
exprefs is arrived here with accounts that peace has 
been figned between Ruffia and the Porte, atMac- 
zion, in fight of the two armies. 

** There is not the leatt doubt of the powers of 
Europe forming a league to fettie the affairs of 
France ; but itis faid, that the courts of England, 
Pruffia, and Holland, have not yet abfolutely come 
into the views of other powers in that important 
affair.” 

Monday next is the day appointed by law for 
the meeting of the fecond Congrefs of the United 
States under the New Conititution. 

A letrer from Newbern (N. C.) fays, that the 
lofs fuftained by the late dreadful fire there, is ef- 
timated at 100,000l. 

By late accounts from Port-au-Prince, it ap- 
pears that a coalition has been formed between 
the whites andthe free people of color; and bya 
writcea convention the whitcs have recognized the 
rights and privileges granted to the peop'e of co- 
lor by the National Ailemb!y, as we!) as thole 
which they claim under certain ancient edicts of 
the French Monarchs. 

Capt. Miller of the brig Minerva, on his paf- 
fage frem Jamaica to Philadelphia, on the 2th 
ult. fpoke two Britith frigates, and three flonps 
of war, feat by the Governor of Jamaica, to the 
afiftanceof the Affembly of St. Domingo—There 
were on board this {mall ileet, ten thouland ftand 
of arms. 

SHIP-NEWS. 

Extra of a letter from a merchant in Halifax, 
Nowa-Scotia, to his friewd in Loudon, dated Fu- 
ly, 14th, 1791. 

**f am forry to inform you of the lofs of that 
unfortunate brig the Machem, on a voyage from 
Jamaica to New-York, in the Gulph of Florida, 
on the 22d of January, at noon, by a water fpout, 
inacalm; the people, by means of no wind, 
could not get out of the way, and the prodigious 
guftof wind it contained, and the vaft quantity of 
water, overfet her and fhe funk ; the poor unfor- 
tunate crew was in the boat four days, and drifted 
down the bay of Campeachy, and was taken up 
by a Spanith Guarda Cofta, and taken to the Ha- 
vannah, and there detained in prifon four months, 
and were liberated on condition of inlifting in the 
Spanith fervice.—The mate of the brig not being 
well, was allowed to walk in the town for his health, 
and made his efcape on board of an American 
{chooner, to Virginia, and only arrived here a few 
days ago.” 

The brig Hiram, Capt. Freeman, from Liver- 
pool, bound to Bolton, was totally loft on the 
coat of Wales, near Amluck, on Wednefday even- 
ing - 34 of Auguft, and only one of the crew 

ved, 





Biftin, Of. 15.—The brig Recovery, Capt. 
Dougherty, whicn failed from this port afew days 
fince, for Liverpool, was accidentally fet on fre 
at Mount Defart, and burnt. After failing the 
wind being at E. Capt. Dougherty was obliged to 
put in at Mount Defart, » here, on again coming 
to fail, a boy in drawing rum, fat fire to the f{pi- 
rits in the cafk, which initantly communicated to 
the naval flores on board, and burnt with fuch fu- 
ry, asto preclude the poflibility of faving any 
thing but the lives of the crew. ‘There were a 
great number of letters on board, which were all! 
confumed ; and cath to the amount of 17,000 
dollars, loft. She was owned by Mr. Deaniton, 
of Georgia.

The St. Euftatius Gazette of the 16th ult. con- 
tains the following Advertilement : 

«« Laft night was run away with, the floop Pol- 
ly, of Providence, Rhode-Ifland, by her mate 
named William Round, and a young man called 
Sam. She had on board 22 hogtheads and 6 bar- 
relsof fugar, 21 cafes gin, 30 barrels beef, and 
in the Captain’s cheft between 14 and 1500 dollars. 
Round is about 5 feet 6 inches high, a flout well 
made fellow ; and Sam is about 5 feet 3 inches, a 
dull heavy fellow. The floopisa large black New- 
England-built veffel. Four hundred dollars reward 
is offered by Hardiman and Clarkfon of St. Eu- 
itatia, fur recovering the veffel and fecuring the 
pirates. N. B. The Captain of the floop is Ri- 
chard Lew, who has her regilter and papers.”
